INLAND MISSION. : 
To the Editor of the *‘ Cuma Mate.” - 

gor ~ Shanghai, April 4. 

8m,—My attention has bean éalled io 
the notes from ‘ Pioneor” ‘dated. from 
December 11th to -December 25th, and 
quoted from the China Muil in the North 
Uhina Herald. | F 4 

I regret to seo his remarks under date of 
Decomber 25th, on the refuges of the China 
Inlsnd Mission in Tii-yiion Fe. To pre- 
vent, misapprehension allow me “tol-atate 
that they were commenced in famino times,” 
and that while: the ‘stress Jnsted there were 
‘bout forty boys sheltered in the one ra- 
-fuge, and perhaps~that number of girls in 
the otlier. 

Mr and’ Mrs Landale were not in per- 
manent charge .of. the, furmor asylum, but 
wore suporintending it—in the temporary 
absencé of Mr Pigott, who, like Mr Sandala, 
-is.a gentleman of private means, Both aro 
labouring there in’ connection -with the 
Mission.at their own charges; and vot only 
30, they are personally borat contributors 
towards our work, ‘The Indies mentioned 
by ‘Pioneer have-only recently taken 
charge of the- girls’ refuge... A number of 
the boys ‘reseutd. at the time of greatest 
distress, after receiving a measure of cduca- 
tion, have been taken off our hands by 
‘relatives as their circumstances: improved, 
Some ire now able to support themselves, 
having been taught useful trades ; others 
are now apprentices, no longer living on 
the premises, but reyuiring a little help as 
to cluthing &e.. Nine boys are.still recer- 
ing education in the establishment ; and on 
Sundays capecially, othera of tho older boys 
are jglad to come “ home” ‘fur a few hours, 
or for the day. : 

Tn Jike manner the number of girls is 
leasening.- Some have returned to friends— 
some have been niartiod, and of the dozen 
remaining in tho esiablishnent, 1 believe 
ong or-two are’ now .mder engagements to 
_be married to Christian natives. 

-Ascounts are monthly forwarded to me 
from cach  ¢stablishment. Being “from 
home I have not, with me here the monthly 
statements for un entire year, but from 
those Il havé with me,-I gather‘ that the 
average expense of each child in the homes 
fur food,. clothing, books, &c:, is-now about 
£4.10.0 to £5.0.0 peransum, I cannot tell 
more exactly as. the ‘accounts do not show: 
how much of the. clothing*charged is for 
apprenticed boys out of the house, or fur 
apecial vutfits for girls before marriage. 

I shall be.obliged by your giving publicity 
to Uhese facts,
